Fayette County farmers voted 
224 to 156 against a 
nationwide 
proposal for w h e a t marketing 
quotas on next year’s crop in Fri­ 
day’s referendum, but they are go­ 
ing to have controls anyway, be­ 
cause the nation’s wheat farmers 
as a whole voted for them. 
This was a distinct reversal of 
their attitude as expressed on the 
same proposition just a year ago 
when they voted 396 to 116 for 
marketing quotas for this year’s 
crop. 
The referendum left resulted in 
some surprises and left several un 
answered questions in its wake. 
While no predictions of the out 
I come were made by anyone con­ 
nected with the federal farm prog 
ram, the shift from support of the 
(acreage allotment and marketing 
program that make up the base for 
price support was admittedly some­ 
what. of a surprise—especially the

Water Service Co. since the drought 
last year, was a well drilled south
